It Is Assuming Proportions Not Dreamed of _ by

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—The 


postoffice department scandal is rapidly | 


assuming more serious aspects. The rev- 
clations made by Mr. Seymour W. Tul- 
loch are startling in thejr character, tn- 
volving in the seandal. in greater or less 
degree, former Postmaster Genera! Smith, 
former First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Perry Heath. Postmaster Merrit, of 
the Washington city postoffice, and for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Vanderlip. Some of these men were prob- 
ably led into ‘doing things that were ir- 
regular and illegal without knowing the 
true character of their actions, relying on 


the advice of others that the matters wefe + 


perfectly regular, but Mr. Tulloch makes 
‘t perfectly clear thaf when an investi- 
gation was set on foot by Comptroller of 
the Treasury Tracewell that would have 
brought out many of the liviaubesedae of 
the postal service, and when an efficient 
employee of the comptroller's office pe- 
gan to uNeover unpleasant truths the 
whole matter was Suddenly stopped and 
the employee of the comptroller’s office 
Was transferred to another bureau at a 
reduced salary. 


Can’t Discredit Tulloch. 

It will not do for the men involved in 
Mr. Tulloch’s revelations to attempt to 
discredit them on the ground that they 
come from a dismissed employee. Such 
an attempt might have some effect out- 
side of Washington, but it will have no 
weight with men who know Seymour W. 
Tulloch. 
cashier of the Washington postoffice: in 
the business community of this city is 
one that any man might be proud to have. 
He served fox more than twenty years as 
cashier of the postoffice under republican 
and democratic administrations alike and 
f scandal was attached 
to the conduct of his office. It was only 
when, about the time of the appointment 
of Mr. Merritt to be postmaster, an effort 
was made to secure his cooperation in 
certain irregularities in the Washington 
postoffice, that trouble began.

o  ""Géetieral Iivestigation Ordered. 

A far-reaching extension of the present 
investigation of the affairs of the post- 
0 department to include the over- 
hauling of. most of the large postoffices 
in the country is on contemplation. This 
statement was made today by Postmaster 
General. Payne. Mr. Payne said that 
the increase by $5,000 of the appropria- 
tion for the contingent expenses of his 
own office had been made for the pur- 
pose of investigating the affairs Of the 
department along these lines, but he ad- 
mitted that it was not at that time 
anticipated that the investigation would 
prove sensational. The details of the 
proposed general investigation, Ne said, 
have not yet been formulated owing to 
the fact that all efforts are now being 
concentrated on the investigation now 
in hand. 

It will cover all first-class postoffices 
whose annual receipts aggregate a half 
million @ollars. Mr. Payne said today 
that the present administration methods 
of the postal service were put in opera- 
tion by former Postmaster General Wan- 
amaker, fourteen years ago, and since 
then the business of the department had 
trebled. He said that it might be that 
some of the methods were faulty and 
the practices irregular, and that the in- 
vestigation would be made in the hope 
of initiating new and better methods as 
well as correcting abuses. 

“ne abstraction of papers trom. the 
safe of the assistant attorney general for 
the postoffice department by Mrs.‘'James 
N. Tyner, wife of the then assistant 
attorney general, is now regarded as 
practically a closed incident. The papers 
were taken on April Zl, and tMe case 
was referred to the United States at- 
torney for the District of Columbia a 
week later. The matter has not progressed 
further. It has not been presented to 
the grand jury, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the grand jury would not 
be likely to take action because of lack 
of proof that the papers taken were

Washington, May 6.—Count Cassini, 
the Ryssian ambassador, this afternoon 
authorized the Associated Press to send 
out an emphatic and wholesale. denial of 
a report recently sent to a German paper 
from Washington and New York and 
circulated throughout Germany to the 
effect that the Russian ambassador at 
Washington was incensed with the action 
of the German ambassador in placing the

Lexington, Ky., May 6.—(Special.)— 
James B. Marcum, who was done to.death 
by assassiris as a result of his sympathy 
with the Cockrell faction in. the Hargis- 
Cockrell feud, had been living for many 
months at the very door of the violent 
death he has just met. , 3 

About the middle of November hé had 
Occasion to confer with Governor Beck- 
ham concerning the appointment of a spe- 
cial judge to try an élection contest in 
which he represented the republican con- 
testants. The Lexington and Eastern 
train leaves Jackson about 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon and, surrounded by a guard, 
composed of his wife and infant baby and 
his son in law, he was escorted by a rear 
path to the railway station and boarded 
the train. On his return to Jackson -he 
alighted from the train severa) hundred 
feet from the depot and crossed . the 
river over another bridge and was safely 

rricaded in his own home. He asgign- 
éd for his reason for not leaving, Jack- 
son, as dozens of refugees had. done be- 
fore, that he owned hundreds of acres of 
valuable timber lands in. and around 
Breathitt county, and said that if he did 
not remain there to. protect the property, 
the timber would. be stolen. His friends 
at Jackson and all over the state urged

The Election Contest. 


In the last county elections in Kentucky 
a contest arose between the republican 
and democratic claimants to several of- 
fices in Breathitt county. Mr. Marcum 
had always represented the Hargis fac- 
tion, the head of which family was James 
Hargis, now the democratic county judge. 
In the election contest Mr. Marcum fgil- 
ed to take sides for a time, but finally 
became engaged as counsel for:the repub- 
lican contestants. He himseif at that 
time was United States commissioner, and 
was an intense republican. It thus be- 
came necessary for him to antagonize 
the ‘Hargis faetion of the feud, the prin- 
cipal leaders of which were Judge James 
Hargis and Ed Callahan, the sheriff. 

Still the cloud of actual hostilities did 
not hang over the little city until the 
assassination of Dr. B. D. Cox, a lead- 
ing physician. Dr. Cox was riddled with 
bullets one night about 8 o'clock, two 
years ago. He was the guardian pf Tom 
Cockrell, who until a short time before 
had been town marshal and was at that 
time charged with killing Ben Hargis. 
Cockrell was removed from the office of 
town marshal and James Hargis was ap- 
pointed in his place. .Mr. Marcum and 
the Cockrelis were intimate friends, and 
Marcum represented Tom Cockrell. It 
was last July that James Cockrell was 
shot down from the court house. 


Marcum’s Affidavit. 


Shortly after the assassination of James 
Cockrell Mr. Marcum filed a sénsational 
affidavit in the office of the circuit clerk, 
asking for a change of venue for Tom 
Cockrell to some other ‘county. It ‘was 
in this affidavit that Marciim declared 
that he was marked for death. He said 
that several attempts to e his life 
had been frustrated in time to save him, 
and that if he should appear at’ the 
court house or in range of the court 
house he would be in danger of assas- 
sination, and that he was informed, and 
he then produced affidavits to prove,- 
that 2 conspiracy existed having as its 
object his assassination. 

Aside from his cffice of United States 
commissioner Mr. Marcum was a trustée 
of the Kentucky State college, and was 
attorney for the Lexington.and Eastern 
railroad and for large mining and land 
interests. 

Many of the relatives of the Cockrells 
left the country on account of the feud. 
They sold their homes and lands for 
anything they could get. It is estimated 
that twenty-five or more refugees have 
left the county. There are others con- 
nected remotely with one faction or the 
other who visit Jackson only in the day- 
time. 

Since the assassination of James Cock- 
rell business in the -little hamlet has 
been almost paralyzed. Residents of 
Jackson almost to 3.man keep within the 
bounds of their own home® at, night, and 
the streets are practically deserted. 

It is said that, at least, forty deaths 
have resulted directly and indirectly from 
the feud within the vast two years.

MOTHERS, TALK 
OF CHILD LABOR 


Report to Congress Says 
There’s No Safe Law on 
Question. 


Detroit, May 6.—At the first session to- 
day of the National Congress of Mothers 
reports of state presidents and state or- 
ganizers were presented and Mrs, Flor- 
ence Kelly, of New York, read the report 
of the committee on child labor. The re- 
ports of the state presidents and organ- 
izers covered the condition of the state 
congress and the work accomplished in 
the past year. 

In her report of the committee on child 
labor, Mrs. Kelly handled very complete- 
ly the question of employing child labor 
at night. She said: 

“T, with every mother, realize that there 
is no state in the union that has a safe 
‘aw covering this phase of the question, 
The state of Pennsylvania, in particuiar, 
and the cities of Philadelphia and Scran- 
ion, are the worst in the union in this 
regard.”’ 

In Her report of the employment of chil- 
dren on the streets, such as newsboys and 
hootblacks, of the large cities, Mrs. Keliy 
caid these little folks were practically 
outlaws so far as any assistance they re- 
ceived from the newsboys and bootblacks’ 


homes.

The bete noir of the present situation 
is the tenth or last ground which is the 
cause embodied in the law which is 
hnown as the Flagler divorce law, enact- 
ed at the last session of the legislature. 
It will be remembered that Henry M. 
Flagler, vice president of the Standard 
Oil Company, who built the Florida East 
Coast railway and the famous series of 
palatial hotels along its line, had an in- 
sane wife, confined in a New York pri- 
vate sanitarium. Several years ago Mr. 
Flagler established his residence in Dade 
county, Florida. At the session of 1901 
of the Florida legislature a law was 
enacted making incurable insanity for 
four years a ground for divoree, and it 
was openly alleged and commonly be- 
lieved that the object of the measure 
was to enable Mr. Flagler to obtain a 
divorce from his insane wife. 

This view was strengthened by the fact 
that Mr. Flagler did sopn thereafter avail 
himself of that law, and did secure 4 
divorce in Dade county from his insane 
wife. The circumstances alleged to have 
attended the passage of the insanity ¢ - 
voree act, the promptness with which Mr. 
Flagler availed himself of its provisions 
to secure his release from his unfortunate 
wife and his eafly remarriage to a young 
woman of North Carolina caused a. very 
great scandal all over Florida. The. pen- 
ple seemed to feel that their representu- 
tives had Been bribed, their state's good 
rame besmirched and themselves out- 
raged. 

Many members of the 1901 legislature 
failed of renomination solely because of 
their votes for this measure. The new 
members who were elected based their 
campaigns largely upon pledges to intro< 
duce bills and work for the repeal of the 
“Wlagier divorce law.” This accounts for 
the fact that on the first day of the pres- 
ent sesion eighteen bills were introduced 
‘n the house for the repeal of that law. 
It accounts also for the score of other 
bills relating to divorce which have been 
introduced into the one house or the 
other, for they all geek, directly or indi- 
rectly, to wipe the unpopular and odious 
act of 1901 from the laws. 

For many years there have been nine 
grounds for divorce provided by the laws 
of Florida. No legislature before the one 
now in session has ever thought of abol- 
ishing any of them. At present, however, 
there are half a dozen bills pending, seek- 
‘ng to abolish every ground except adul- 
tery. The confessed object of such Dills 
is to effect an indirect repeal of the in- 
curable insanity ground. The debates 
would indicate that some members are 
sincere in the belief that adultery should 
be the enly legal ground for divorce, but 
it is quite clear that such belief is not 
the governing motive which the 
introduction of these bills under present 
conditions. Many members dread to face 
their constituents after the session ends 
and admit that the loathed “Flagler di- 
vorce law’ is still a statute of Florida. 

The very latest bill on this subject was 
introduced today by Representative Blan- 
ton, of Madison. It is somewhat of a 
compromise, as it allows five of the pres- 
ent grounds—degrees of relationship pro- 
hibited by law, adultery, desertion, pre- 
vious divorce obtained by defendant, and 
that either party had a husband or wife 
living at the time of the marriage sought 
to be annulled—and repeals all the rest, 
including incurable insanity. 

(None of this session’s multitude of di- 
vorce bills has passed and the indications 
are that’ none of them will pass. The 
senate has been against divorce legisla- 
tion from the atart, and the house is 
manifesting symptoms of nausea on the 
subject. However, it is certain that pend- 
tng bills will demand and receive much 
more time and debate before the session 
closes. |

“A few mornings later Feltner took me 
to the woods near by and showed me 
four winchester rifles, concealed there, 
and stated that he and three companions 
had been leaving them there in the day- 
tume and carrying them at night to kill 
me with.

My son 
recognized two of them, but did not rec- 
ognize the other two, one of whom Felt- 
ner later said was himself. . 

Tried To Leave Jackson. 

“Finally I decided to leave Jackson. In 
the early evening: I went to the Arling- 
ton ‘hotel with my wife and «made ar- 
rangements to be: rowed across the river 
to the tunnel early the next morning and 
board the train upobserved. Later in the 
night Feltner’ came to my room and 
stated thatthe ‘party I d seen had 
told them that .I was preparing to leave 
town, and that certain officials thereupon 
placed four men at the depot, two men 
at the tunnel and two men at the railway 
station to kill me. I took his word and 
did not attempt.to leave town. I sent 
the next morning for my wife and baby 
and carried the baby in my arms to my 
office and at noon from there to my home.

He wanted to shoot 
me with’a rifle, but others insisted that 
he use a shotgun, saying that Dr. Cox 
had been killed with a shotgun. After 
I passed by they asked the man with the 
gun why he did not shoot, and he an- 
swered that with a shotgun he would 
have killed the baby, but if they had 
let him-have his way and been given a 
rifle he would have shot me through the 
head without endangering’ the baby. 

‘The night previous to my decision to 
leave Jackson my sister came to me and 
warned me that another plan had been 
formed to kill me. Her informant was 
Mose Feltner, who was engaged until a 
late hour in discussing the best plan. 
When this meeting adjourned it was too 
late for him to come to my house, and 
so he went to my sister’s house in sock 
feet and told her. 

Again Warned. 

‘“T was awakened at daybreak Sunday 
morning, June 15, by a messenger who 
had ridden 18 miles that night to bring 
me a note from a friend, who: .fas also 


councils. The note stated that two men 
would come to town the following Tues- 
day morning; that court would adjourn 
at noon and that an attempt would be 
made to assassinate me in the afternoon. 
I knew the men mentioned had been 
out of town, but did not believe that 
court would adjourn until the following 
Saturday. I asked every member of the 
bar, and their unanimous opinion was 
‘that court would hold until Friday or Sat- 
urday, and this was the opinion of the 
circuit clerk. I sent my friends ahead 
Tuesday morning and slipped out to Day’s 
store, near the court house, they having 
reported that the way was clear. found 
that the men selected to kill me Had ar- 
rived in town. I went back home at 10 
o'clock, for it was then getting too close 
to my funeral time. The court adjourned 
just as the clock struck 12 that Tuesday. 
I do not mean to cast any reflections 
apn the judge. I kept to my room that 
ay. 

“On another occasion I slip away 
to visit my sister’s house. On the way I 
met a sympathizer of those whose enmity 
I had incurred. I decided not to return 
and sent my two sisters and wife ahead. 
They passed by a ravine on the way 
and there saw two men armed with guns. 
Later they turned out their lights and 
observed one man take his station in 


still armed, and this time dressed as 
women, below my window in an adjoin- 
ing garden. 4 

A Warning on Sunday. 

“Last Sunday morning a’ messenger 
came to my house at daylight. He had 
been sent by a neutral party who did 
not want me killed. He told me that 
two men had arrived the night before 
and were to have taken a front room 
in a house near by and from th am- 
bush me.

“Arizona,”’ continued the president, ‘is 
one of the regions which I anticipate will 
derive the benefit from the wise action 
of congress in passing the irrigation law. 
I 160k forward to the effect of irrigation, 
partly as applied by the government and 
still mafe as applied by individuals profit- 
ing by the experience of tie government 
and possibly with help from it, as be- 
ing of greater consequence to this region 
of this country in the next fifty years 
than any other material movement what- 
soever.”’ 


Preserve the Grand Canon. 

Speaking of the Grand Canon, the pres- 
ident said he believed if was absolutely 
unparalleled throughout the rest of the 
world. 

“I want to ask you to do one thing In 
connection with it,” he said. ‘“In your 
Own interest and the interest’of all the 
country keep this great wonder of hature 
2s it now is. I hope you won’t have a 
building. of any kind.te mar the won- 
derful grandeur and sublimity of the 
canon. You cannot imprové on it. The 
ages have been at work on it and men 
can only mat it:' Keep it for your gpil- 
dven and your children’s children and 
all who come after you as- one of the 
great sights for Americans to see.” 

The president also extended a word of 
greeting to the Indians, a number of 
whom were in the crowd. 

“Some of them were in my régiment,”’ 
he said; “they were good enough to figh 
and die, and they are good enough fo 
me to treat as squarely as any white man. 
There are a great many problems in con- 
nection with them. You must save them 
from corruption, from brutality, and I 
regret to say that at times we have to 
Save them from certain eastern philan- 
thropy.”’ 

At the conclusion of his remarks the 
president presented the diplomas, shook 
hands with those whom he had addressed 
ang then, with Governor Brodie, Presi- 
cent Butler, of Columbia college,.and Dr. 
Rixey, he rode out to a miners’ camp 


about 15 miles from here, where he had 


luncheon. He spent the remainder of the 
afternoon inspecting the canon and at 
5:30 o’clock received the members of his 
old regiment in his car.

If the meeting at the blind tiger 
Sunday night told of by the widow can be 
proved the assassin and the plotters may 
yet be known

A newspaper man who arrived from 
Jackson tonight described the situation 
there by saying:

At least three men know 
who assassinated James Marcum, and, 
though they are silent, it is believed their 
doom is sealed. Such knowledge in 
Breathitt county means death or exile.

Omaha, Netr., May 6—On petition of 
a number of complainants, including the 
principal tranefer and delivery conipanies 
involved in the teamsters’ strike, Judge 
Munger, of the federal court tonight 
granted a temporary restraining order, 
enjoining the officers of the Team Drivers’ 
Internation Union, !ocal 71, with all mem- 
bers of the union from doing certain acts 
ealculated to interfere with interstate 
commerce, and commanding them to ap- 
pear in court May 20, to show cause why 
a temporary injunction should not be 
granted. 

The petition was filed by attorneys rep- 
resenting seven delivery companies, five 
coal dealers, one lumber company, one 
jobber and a department store. 

In their petition the complainants re- 
cite the terms of the contract the feam 
drivers’ union asked them to sign, which 
provided that “‘no teamsters shall be 
discharged, laid off or docked In his time 
or pay, for refusing to haul goods to 
or from any house for a firm, corpo- 
ration or contractor declared to be ‘un- 
fair’ by the labor unions,’’ and then go 
on to relate particular instances in 
which by threats, intimidation and vio- 
lence the strikers have interfered with 
their lawful business. 

It is alleged that a threat was made by 
one of the strikers that if Walter Jar- 
dine undertook to do business with non- 
union drivers he would ‘be assaulted and 
killed. It is further alleged that inter- 
state commerce was interfered with when 
the strikers stopped goods in transit from 
Omaha to Council Bluffs, and from one 
freight depot to another In Omaha.

execute the trust committed to him. 
Judge Rost declared that he was surprised 
at the large number of delegates in at- 
tendance. He had expected to find it a 
local rather than a genera] assembly, and 
Was agreeably disappointed. 

“We have,” said Judge Rost, “down 
our way no hills or rolling country. In 
Louisiana the lands are wholly unlike 
those in Georgia. With us it is expensive 
to cultivate the sugar cane crop, while 
with you it is accomplished with com- 
paratively little cost. It is true, too, 
that almost every other country can 
produce sugar can cheaper than Louis- 
lana, and yet the production in that 
state is large.’’ 

Judge Rost turned to the sugar beet 
industry, and his remarks showed the 
extensive study he had given that prob- 
lem. 

“While Louisiana;”’ said the judge, ‘‘is 
called a sugar growing state, only about 
one-third of the territory is given to 
cane growing. In Louisiana we raise 
cotton, corn and other cereals in a much 
larger acreage than that given to cane. 
And as I have said, it is expensive farm- 
ing with us, but still there is always 
money in it. We have seen sugar sell 
from 3 1-2 to 10 cents a pound when the 
cost of production was practically the 
same. Late and improved machinery, 
or rather its absence, is a great draw- 
back in some sections, while with us its 
presence enables us to attend the crop 
with a profit. The moment capital finds 
advantageous investment in the south 
there will be no trouble to establish fac- 
tories. In my mind there is no doubt that 
the culture of cane will be a success. If 
the consumption of sugar cane and its 
products in the next ten years con- 
tinues as it has recently, the de- 
mand will outstrip the production.” 

Judge Rost expressed the hope that fac- 
tories will dot all the hills of Georgia 
within a short time. 


Report on Organization. 

At this point the committee on perma- 
nent organization returned with its re- 
port. By the report Captain D. G. Purse, 
chairman of the convention committee, 
was made permanent president of the 
association.

The report of the committee was adopt- 
ed without discussion and by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Following the report, the address of 
the-morning from a cane growers’ stand- 
point came. It was by W. B. Rodden- 
berry, of Cairo, Ga., and indicated the 
deep study the speaker had given the 
subject. 

‘The sugar cane industry has increased 
greatly within the last ten years,” said 
the speaker. ‘‘The lands where the cane 
is grown have greatly increased in value, 
and the people are better off in every 
way than they were before the cane was 
cultivated. In those sections we now find 
good schools, brick store buildings and 
churches. Once these were not thought 
of. And yet the cane industry & only 
in its infancy. When we consider the 
present output is from the crudest kind 
of machinery, what must we think of the 
possibilities when we are able to utilize 
the improved machinery now on the 
market and to add to our sirup making 
that of sugar?” 

From his observation and work he felt 
sure there were sections of Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Florida and Mississippi peculiarly 
adapted to the growth of the cane, 

Mr. Roddenberry is the owner of 380 
acres of land, all of which is in cultiva- 
tion near Cairo. Upon this land he places 
a ‘valuation of $16 an acre, and taking 
that as a basis he proved one of the 
most entertaining speakers before the 
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apparent to” 
he was well versed in the 
sugar cane and its productions. 
The afternoon .Was opened | 
R. E. Rose, state chemist, of Tallahassee, 


the remarkaTle growth in the acreage 
given to cane in his state in the iast 
Pineteen years. He @welt upon the pro- 
duction of beet sugar and declared that 
two-thirds of the sugar used in the world 
hadecome from beets.. Until recent years, 
he said, no effort had been made to in- 
crease the quality of cane and the mak- 
ing of sirups in sugars: Mr. Rose then 
gave an interesting account of the intro- 
duction of sugar cane in Florida. 

A. A. Denton, of Medicine Lodge, Kans., 
has not arrived, and Dr. W. C. Stubbs, 
director of the Louisiana experiment sta- 
tion, one of the greatest sugar experts 
in the world, moved up on the pro- 
gramme one numbér. Before Dr. Stubbs 
opened his address President Purse an- 
nounced a number of standing commit- 
tees. Dr. Stubbs opened his address by 
declaring that thirty years ago he had 
visited Macon as @n attendant upon a 
convention of planters. The doctor then 
minutely described the making of sugar 
and declared that Georgia is’so perfect- 
ly adapted to the growth of cane that it 
can come in competition with the world. 

“When the farmers can guarantee a 
sufficfent amount of cane,” said the doc- 
tor, “‘the central factories will come here 
and the making of sirups and sugars 
will begin.”’ : 

Dr, Stubbs then.declared that the rali- 
roads were anxious to help in this work, 
because in that way the railroads had an 
increased freight: receipts. Dr. Stubbs, 
speaking of the value of the crop, de- 
clared that Georgia lands would produce 
20 tons an acre; that 1 ton would pro- 
duce 1,500 pounds of juice, or 25 or 30 
gallons of sirup. Dr. Stubbs proved an 
absorbing talker, and while he -was upon 
his feet was questioned about many 
points, to which he gave quick, clear 
and lucid answers.

: Dr. Wiley’s Address. 

Dr. H. M. Wiley, chief of the bureau 
of chemistry of the national agricultural 
department, made an address, which was 
the opening event on the evening pro- 
gramme and well Werethe sugar cane 
growers entertained by ‘him. Dr. Wiléy 
made apparent the, deep and thorough 
study he has given cane culture, sugars, 
and other matters pertaining to agricul- 
ture, bo.h theoretically and practically. 
Dr. Wiley told his audience that the 
beet sugar had been with us about a 
hundred and fifty years. In those days 
Sugar was a luxury, he said, During 
the time of the Napoleonic wars the 
source of sugar was cut off, and it was 
then the people had resort to the maple 
tree, and it was about that time that 
Napoleon, realizing the great value of 
Sugar and its scarcity, issued his de- 
crees establishing experimental stations. 

“So,’’ said the doctor, “it is to France 
we owe the development of the beet su- 
gar industry.’’ The doctor declared that 
the Germans followed France and that. 
today the kaiser’s government holds the 
lead in that line. He declared that six 
of the ten million tons made annually 
was from beets. He asserted it was not 
a question of making sugar from beets 
in the south, but said that it would be 
the keen competition the south would 
have. to encounter, as beets grown from 
the same seed in the north contained 
10 to 15 per cent more sugar. The doc- 
tor presented the value of the beet as 
a sugar producer and the worth of the 
cane for the same purpose in a manner 
pe:fectly understood by his audience. He 
related many of the experiments the 
government is making, not only along this 
line, but upon other lines of interest to 
the agriculturists. 

Hon. William G. Brantley, congress- 
man from the Brunswick district, fol- 
lowed Dr. Wiley. Mr. Brantley’s theme 
was “James Hamilton Couper, a Georgia 
Pioneer in Cultivation and Manufacture 
of Sugar Cane.” Mr. Brantley, always 
a good orator, had his subject well in 
hand, and was given close attention by 
his large audience. After the adjourn- 
ment many of the delegates were enter- 


tained at the homes of Macon’s citizens.

FACING DEATH, 
THEY ESCAPE 


Sailors Are Saved as Their 
Ship. Is' About To 
Sink, 


New York, May 6-—Twenty-three sur- 
vivors of the crew of twenty-six of the 
French fishing brig Ile de Terre Neuve, 
of St. Zervean, France, arrived here to- 
day on the German-American Petroleum 
Company’s steamer Phoebus from Ham- 
burg. The He de Terre Neuve was 
swept by a hurricane on April 2% and 
seven of her men washed overboard. Of 
these four were rescued and three 
drowned. On the 2th the wreck was 
sighted by the Phoebus and the survivors 
were taken on board the steamer with 
much difficulty and the brig Was set on 
fire. 

Captain Schierhorst, of the Phoebus, 
says that at 3 o'clock of the morning of 
April 14, a flare of light was sighted dead 
ahead, evidently a signal of distress. The 
Phoebus bore down and found a small 
dismasted sailing vessel which proved 
to be the Ile de Terre Neuve listed heavi- 
ly to port, rolling frightfully, with the 
seas washing over her.. The condition of 
her crew appeared very dangerous and 
they were seen grouped on the after part 
of the vessel. A life boat was sent to 
the wreck to which a line was passed. 
Some of the crew jumped into the sea 
and were hauled oveg the other into the 
boat ard brought to the steamer. When 
the second trip was made daylight broke 
and the work proceeded rapidly. Several 
trips were made, the captdin being the 
last to leave. He maintained strict dis- 
cipline throughout the transfer and set 
fire to the wreck before leaving.

In fact, we deem it not amiss to 
urge our charitable citizens and civic 
officials to attend the sessions of this 
convention and acquire for future use 
all the information anu wisdom of 
suggestions they may produce. The 
world has advanced six thousand 
years along the recorded route of civ-. 
ilization and yet we are daily con- 
fronted with cases of want and de- 
linguency that puzzle us to a stand- 
still. Every day in this prosperous 
land of America millions of. dollars 
eager to do works of charity are ar- 
rested in action by the too-well justi- 
fied dread of fraud and imposition. 
Every day crimes against justice and 
the higher obligations of humanity 
are done in the name of justice 
through laws and administrations that 
ao not discriminate. — 

t is fairly self-evident that as to the 
problem of charity the chief need is 
some modern method of organization. 
Haphazard charity is under a* hard 
ban of suspicion that most of it goes 
astray and helps to buttress a system 
of beggary. Hence any systematic 
organization of charities, not wholly 
and properly chargeable to the state, 
must include a wise cooperation be- 
tween social and civic organizations. 
Churches and charitable clubs must 
effect a centralization of their systems 
and in that they must be supported 


ing officiaries. Then the worthy poor 
can be known certainly and aided cer- 
tainly, while all others who are but: 
curbstone and doorbell] parasites can 
be subjected to proper police supervi- 
sion and discipline. If this convention 
can advance the adopt.on universally 
of such a plan it will have justified its 
existence and brought to pass the 
nearest approach to Christian altru- 
ism ever experienced on this planet. 
In the matter of corrections the 
south has a problem in the growing 
criminality of the negro population | 
that is as menacing es it is amazing. 
It would be of great value to us to 
learn from this congress of experts 
how to deal more adequately and de- 
terrently with that ase of degen- 
eracy ip oer sectional civilization. 
The Ccnstitution will endeavor to 
aid the convention in giving publicity 
to all tart is valuable and helpful in 
its welcome and worthy proceedings.

He 
told the boy to’ meet him at San Frah- 
cisco and get there as quickly as pos- 
sible, as it would be the fast time they 
would meet, 

The father and son started for the 
meeting place. AN during the voyage 
the man’s family thought te was dy- 
ing. When New York was reached he 
was advised to remain there. He said he 
would not; that he would meet his son 
in San Francisco. Mr. and Mrs. Toohey 
and their three daughters reached Chi- 
cago Saturday morning. The father 
wanted to proceed, but physicians would

“Tt must get to San Francisco,” he 
said.

OF HIS TRIP TO GIBRALTAR 


HE Atlanta friends of Rev. Len G. 

Broughton, pastor of the Baptist 

Tabernacle, will be giad to know 
that he has reached Gibraltar in safety 
and that the condition of fis health has 
been greatly improved by the sea voyage. 
Dr. Broughton has written an interesting 
letter of his trip across the ocean. The 
yeyage was a rough one, but the sea 
sickness he experienced resulted in bene- 
fting his general health. 
* Dr. Broughton will from time to time 
write to The Constitution of “his experi- 
ences and observations on the continent, 
end these letters are sure to be read with 
The first 
letter, written aboard the ship, follows: 

Nearing Gibraltar, on Board the 
Trave, April 12, 1998.—We are now 
five days out. The journey has 
been anything else but pleasant. Had I 
thought of anything half so bad as this 
I would be at home today with my wife 
and boy. I sorter wish I had known it. 
We left New York last Saturday at 1 
o’clock on the steamer Trave. We had 
not gone far before we struck a terrific 
snow storm, which lasted all the after- 
noon and Sunday. I am sure I never saw 
it snow harder and never felt a boat rock 
and pitch heavier. I managed to keep 
my head steady until 1 o’clock lunch. I 
went to e table and ordered a good 
meal, but have seen nothing of it as yet. 

Talk about sick! I had been sick going 
from Norfolk to Boston, but that sick 
was nothing compared with this. Two 
summers ago I crossed and never missed 
a meal either way. It is certainly not 
so this time. For four and a half days 
T’'ve been in bed, the sickest man in the 
world. My traveling companion, Mr. 
Herbert Wiggs, of Atlanta, was very 
brave. He held on two hours longer, but 
went down with a terrible crash, For 
hours we never said a word. Finally he 
said, “Oh, Lordy, I feel like five-cents’ 
worth of dogmeat. How do you feel, 
doc?” I didn’t feel. Long ago I'd passed 
that point. On the third day I managed 
to get out of my;stateroom and was 
stretched. out flat of my back in the 
smoking room listening at the German 
band. I thought it might do me good. 
After playing a lot of trash, they played 
“america.”” That kind of touched the 
spot and I tried my best to cheer, but to 
save my life I could not’get up a grunt. 
Then they played something else and sud- 
denly jumped into “Dixie.”’ I couldn't 
do anything else, so I held up my right 
foot and gave it a shake. Then what do 
you think? Why, they played ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home.” What do you think I did? 
Well, put yourself in my place and see 
‘what you would do. I really think it 
ought to be against the law to play 
“FJome, Sweet Home” under such cir- 
cumstances. 

In fact; it has been fearful.. I am sure 
that not one on board. has escaped. f 
understand. that the dining room for two 
days averaged about six and they kept 
their eyes shut and their mouths open 
so as to save trouble. But it is better 
now. The storm has passed and most of 
us are out and you would think there had 
never been any danger. Here while I 
‘write a crowd of foreigners, including a

would join ‘em. I told em I was busted. 
Downstairs the youngsters are getting 
up a ball for tonight. The captain is a 
fine ola German. He has just passed the

I wish all our people could 
travel more, it would make them think 
more of home. I feel now like I’ll never 
kick anything else but myself if I ever 
get home dgain. But it won't do for me 
to get on that line. : 

Last night we passed the Azores. It was 
certainly a beautiful sight. The sea was 
perfect and the moon was beautiful. I 
never saw a prettier sight than the old 
volecane island which stands 7,000 feet 
above the sea. It has been smoking a bit 
ever since the great eruption of Mount 
Pelee. The whole chain of the Azores 
gives great interest to sightseers. I was 
greatly surprised to find the islands so 
large. The life on the islands is very 
primative. Practically, they have no 
civilization. What a great mission field 
this would make. 

But this letter must conclude, as we are 
pulling inte Gibraltar, and all letters are 
to be mailed there. How. I woyld like to 
look over the head lines of The Constl- 
tution this morning. With much love to 
friends and enemies alike.

Also, a bill allowing damages to 
purchasers of commercial fertilizers when 
goods are not according to ‘guaranteed 
analysis. 

By Mr. Koorce of Sumter—Providing for 
a revision and consolidation of the public 
statutes. Aiso, a bill requiring railroad 
companies to provide stanchions for flat 
cars used in the transportation of lum- 
ber, logs, poles and other heavy freighi. 
Also, a bill. declaring Wildwood to be a 
legally incorporated town. 

By Mr. Tison of Suwannee—Prescribing 
the method of obtaining permits to sell 
liquors, wines and beers. 

The house passed Senator Blount's bill 
for insuring the property of the state and 
of the educational and other boards of 
the state against loss by fire. 

The bill by Mr. Smith, of Volusia, de-

New Orleans, May 6—Much of the in- 
terest today in connection with the pres- 
ence here of the delegates to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association centered in the 
operations performed by Dr. Lorenz at 
the charity hospital. The surgeon was 
probably moved to consent to make the 
demonstrations by reports that have becn 
in circulation that there was a dispositi~n 
in some quarters to criticize his work. 
The operations were upon two particu- 
larly aggravated cases of club foot and 
the subjects were children. The amphi- 
theater was thronged, many of the vis- 
iting delegates being present. Dr. Lorenz 
worked for more than an hour and ap- 
parentiy restored the deformed feet to 
normal condition. He said the cures 
would be permanent after four months. 
The, demonstrations made a very strong 
impression upon those who witnessed 
them. The report that the doctor would 
operate attracted a large number of de- 
formed children to the hospital, but the 
surgeon was too fatigued after the twe 
operations to do more work.

EXAMINATIONS IN JUNE 
FOR ASSISPANT SURGEONS 


Washington, Apri! 30.—A board of offi- 
cers Il be convened to meet at the bu- 
rer.u of public health and marine hospital 
service, 3 B street, S. E., Washington, 
Monday, June 15, 19083, for the purpose 
cf examining candidates for admission. to 
the gride of assistant surgeon in the 
public health and marine hospital service 
of the United States. 

Candidjates must be between twenty- 
two and thirty years of age, graduates of 
a reputable medical college, and must 
furnish at least two testimonials from 
responsible persons as to their profession- 
al and moral character. 

The following is the usual order of ex- 
aminations: 1.-Physical. 2. Oral. 3. Wril- 
ten. 4. Clinical. 

In addition to the physical examina- 
tion, candidates are required to certify 
that ‘they believe themselves free from 
any ailment which would disqualify for 
service in any climate. 

The examinations are chiefly in writing, 
and begins with a short autobiography of 
the candidate. 
written exercise consists in examination 
on the various branches of medicine, 
surgery and hygiene. 

The oral examination includes subjects 
of preliminary. education, history, litera- 
ture and natural sciences. 

The ciinical examination is conducted 
at a hospital and when practicable candl- 
dates are required to perform surgical 
cperations on a cadavar. 

Successful candidates will be numbered 
according to their attainments on examin- 
ation, and will be commissioned in the 
same order as vacancies occur. 

Upon appointment the voung Officers 
are) as a rule, first assigned to duty at 
one of the lerge marine hospitals, as at 
Boston, New York, New Orleans, Chica- 
go or San Francisco. 

After five years’ service, assistant sur- 
gecns are entitled to examination for pro- 
motion to the grade of passed assistant 
surgeon. 

Promotion to the grade of surgeon is 
made according to seniority, and after 
due examination as vacancies occur in 
that grade. Assistant surgeons receive 
$1,600. passed assistant surgeons $2,000, 
and surgeons $2,500 a year. When quar- 
ters are not provided, commutation at 
the rate of $30, $40 end $60 a month, ac- 
cording to grade, is allowed. 

All grads above that of assistant sur- 
geon receive longevity pay, 10 per centum 
in addition to the regular salary for 
every five years’ service up to # per 
centum after twenty years’ service.

MRS. LEHMANN REPRESENTS. 
THE HOWARD ASSOCIATION 


Few delegates to the National Confer- 
ence of Charities and Corrections repre- 
sent a more interesting work than Mrs. 
Carrie A. Lehmann, of ,Louisville, Ky., 
representative for Kentucky of the Cen- 
tral Howard Association, which has its 
general offices in Chicago. 

The object ,of the association is to 


benefit and reform the ex-prisoner and 


mainly to the juvenile class. .The work 
has been successful in every way. It 
receives no financial ai@ from the state, 
but is maintained entirely as a philan- 
thropy, being supported by offerings from 
churches and .by: subscriptions of from 
$100 and down from individuals. 

Mrs. Lehmann talks interestingly of the 
work, and while in Atlanta will make 
an effort to establish a branch of the 
association in Georgia with headquarters 
in Atlanta. While here she will deliver 
addresses at several churches and will 
arouse interest in the work. She be- 
lieves a branch will be established here. 

The objects of the association as out- 
lined by Mrs. Lehmann are:... 

To awaken public sentiment in Ddehalf 
of the worthy ex-prisoner. 

To secure employment for éx-prisoners, 
especially acting as ‘first friend’ to 
men entitled to parole. 

To extend the advantages of the parole 
law and the indeterminate sentence and 
the juvenile court law. 

To encourage measures for the céntinued 
improvement of prison buildings and dis- 
cipline, particularly {fn county jails and 
city prisons, where it is most needed. 
“To facilitate the organization of local 
and state prisoners’ aid societies and to 
-act as a bureau of cooperation between 
them, 

In speaking of the association Mrs, 
Lehmann gays: 

“This association ts working in response 
to a well-defined feeling on the part of 
the public, as well as of prison and 
charity officials, that the fruit of all 
previous prison reform should be - pre- 
Served by a more definite and systematic 
movement for the better care of the ex- 
prisoner, 

“In Europe this has for many years 
been the most efficient means for redurc- 
ite the number of recommitments. Thus 
far in the United States such work has 
been confined to local and personal ef- 
forts, here and there, and some few 
state prisoners’ aid societies, notably in 
the east. , 

“The association, which is named after 
John Howard, the great English reform- 
er, takes a message of courage, hope and 
love to the man who is in prison, and, 
when he has paid the penalty of hig 
crime, helps him to earn an honest liv- 
ing. We are in cooperation with prison 
officials and with manufacturers who 
employ the men. More than 12 men 
have been helped by the association in 
this practical way since the -first of 
January, and of that number only two 
men violated their parole, and not more 
than twelve were in anyway disappoint- 


during this period. Many local and state 
prisons have been visited, and addresses 
given in behalf of this cause of practical 
Christianity. 

“While the main effort and emphasis 
of our work has been in the direction 
of securing employment for ex-prisoners 
and by personal influence changing the 
whole course of their lives to nobler man- 
hood, yet this has not been our only 
object. All lines of prison reform have 
been fostered and furthered. By teach- 
ing people to discriminate properly be- 
tween the habitual and accidental crimi- 
nal, greater intelligence on the part of 
the public is apparent. The awakening 
of public sympathy in the noble efforts 
of the juvenile court and the wise legis- 
lation in the adoption of the parole law 
and indeterminate sentence, has made the 
administration of these laws on the part 
of prison and other Officials easier and 
more successful. More end more we 
shall be able to direct attention to the 
abuses in many county jails and city 
prisons, and to influence legislation in 
providing better classification and indi- 
vidual training for all social recalcitrants. 

“The association receives no financial 
help from the state, but is maintained 
entirely as a philanthropy, being support-

SOUTH CONGRATULATED OX 
ESCAPING SOME PROBLEMS 


In a Strong and Clear-Cut Speech, 
President De Forest Defines 
Real Charity and Tells of 
the Spirit That Ani- 
mates the Virtue. 


—_—-——— 


The annual address of the president 
of the National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections was the feature of the 
opening session, which was held last 
evening in the First Baptist church. 

The president, Hon. Robert W. de- 
Forest, who is also the tenement house 
commissioner of the city of New York 
and the vice president of the Jersey Cen- 
tral railroad, is one of the most popular 
members of .the conference. This was 
evidenced by the prolonged applause 
which greeted him last evening after he 
had been introduced by Dr. T. D. Lon- 
gino, the chairman of the local commit- 


tee, who presided over the session until . 


the annual address of the president had 
been delivered. 

Mr. deForest made interesting refer- 
ences to the tenement house conditions 
of New York, and spoke of their crowded, 
unsanitary and crime-breeding conditions, 
as the problem of the larger cities of the 
north. He congratulated the south upon 
the fact that it has avoided this problem, 


partly by having more room in which 
“to expand its factory, and poorer dis- 


tricts. 
*. He pitched a large portion of his ad- 


- @ee88 upon the theme “Charity,” and de- ' 


clared that the manner of giving and 
the condition of the hearts of those who 
give to the needy makes large differences 
in the meaning of charity. He concluded 


this portion of his address by saying 
that the real charity is that which 
“helps men to help themscives,” aud 
he paraphrased “‘What ‘shall I do to be 
saved?” into “What shall I do to savu 
as many as possible?’’ 


President’s Address. 

His address, in full, which will be 
found to be very ‘Interesting, is as fol- 
lows: ! 

“When a southern city, fn a distinctly 
southern state, was chosen as the place of 
meeting for this year’s national confer- 
ence of Charities and Corrections,a south- 
ern gentleman close to public sentiment 
in the south was asked what subjects 
should the conference avoid. It was 
recognized as fundamental that those of 
vs who come from the north and the west 
to enjoy southern hospitality (no new ex- 
perience for many of us) should not in- 
trude on questions which our hosts might 
deem personal or domestic. He replied, 
‘Avoid no subject, if only you deal with it 
in a national spirit. The time has passed, 
he said, ‘when the men of the south afttd 
the men of the north hold such relations 
to each other that they need hesitate to 
speak their minds with absolute freedom. 
Therefore we are here without reserve, 
and with such topics on our programme 
for discussion as child labor, and convict 
camps, and relief from suffering for black 
and white alike. We should bear in mind, 
however, what some of us, ‘maiden aunts 
and bachelor uncles, are prone to forget— 
that it {s among the possibilities for pa- 
rents to know more about bringing up 
their children and settling their domestic 
difficulties than we do, and that those 
who have a particular load to bear may 
possibly be able to adjust it more satis- 
factorily than onlookers, who,, however 
vigorously adapted to other burdens, have 
never felt, te nore expect to feel, that

Quotes Cleveland’s Words. 


“Therefore I.am sure that I cannot bet- 
ter voice the attitude of the northern 
members of this conference toward your 
special burden—the negro problem—than 
to quote the words uttered only a few 
weeks ago in New York by our honored 
ex-president, Grover Cleve'and: ‘The real- 
igation of our hopes for the negro must, 
after all, mainly dépend, except so far 


as they rest with the negroes themselves, 


on the sentiment and conduct of the 
leatiows and responsible white men of the 
south, and upon the maintenance of a 
kindly and helpful feeling on their part 
foward those in their midst who so much. 
need their aid and. encouragement.’ 

“You will notice by our programme that 
this is a conference of Charities and Cor- 
rections, but do not be misled by this 
nomenclature, for while we deal with 
prisons and reformatories, it is only from 
the point of view of charity toward their 
unfortunate inmates. With the detection 
of crime and with that treament of the 
criminal which exacts ‘an eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth’ this conference 
has nothing to do. Not so respecting his 
reclamation. That is a work of love. 
Therefore this is a conference of charity, 
and of charity in its original and true 
sense—love for our fellow-men expressed 
in action. 

“And even our word charity needs some 
definition to separate it from the spurious 
variety, which is not charity, and rid it 
of the tinsel and flimsy decoration which 
sometimes disguises and even smothers it. 

“a French statesman, whose name you 


would all know if I uttered it (I shall not),

SAM W. SMALL, 
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was devotedly attached, by a startling 
suggestion from the clergyman. ‘Suppose,’ 
said he, ‘I should cease speaking and the 
thoughts of each one of you should take 
voice and become audible! What would we 
hear?’ 

“Suppose (and it is a no more violent 
supposition) that the real bottom of the 
heart motives of all of us. who are, or are 
supposed to be, engaged in charitable 
work, were analyzed and audibly voiced? 
What would be heard? 

“Nor is this a mere academic sugges- 
tion. It is a vitally practical matter, 
what our motives are. It is practical for 
us subjectively, because upon the quality 
of our motive depends the good, or harm 
it may be, we are doing to ourselves. It 
is practical for others objectively, because 
upon the quality of that motive ultimately 
depends the amount of good.we may do lo 
them. True, a man who is starving from 
Mmdolence, or lack of those individual 
qualities necessary to make him a self- 
dependent member of society, may be fed 
and the food will nourish hf{m, however 
selfish or careless be the motive of the 
giver, but men who are gtarving for lack 
of those qualities will not be permanently 
fed and raised to self-dependence by 
aught, but unselfish motives and intell!- 
gent action proceeding from unselfish 
motives on the part of those who try ‘to 
help them. 

As to So-Called Charity. 


‘There is a vast quantity of our so- 
called charity, and a large number of our 
so-called charities, that from lack of un- 
relfish and intelligent motive are not only 
doing no good, but are doing positive 
harm, and are doing that harm both to 

ose who pose as givérs and those who 
are tempted to be recipients, 

“Brown craves notoriety, and founds 
some society which he is glad to have 
called the ‘Brown Society,’ to perform 
some function that’ he thinks will attract 
notice. Smith yearns for social success 
and gives in directions which will bring 
him into desirable social relations. 

“Or take another and more simple illus- 
tration, familiar to all of us. Brown is 
walking through the streets of one of 
eur large cities—call it Atlanta or New 
York—and an unknown man, with every 
appearance of hunger, asks him for 
money. Brown may be too indolent or 
too much engrossed in other things to 
stop and think. He may impulsively give 
as the easiest way to rid himself of 
importunity, or he may as impulsively 
refuse to give and pass by on the other 
side. There would be no motive excent 
Indolence in such conduct. On the other 
hand, Brown may stop and think, and 
say to himself, ‘Here is a chance for 
me to give myself the pleasurable sen- 
ration of helping someDody,’ and he gives 
& sum that makes the man stare in sur- 
prise, and perhaps secures an audible 
I remember once giving liber- 
ally to a Syrian, who, after inspecting 
my gift carefully, told me it was enough 
to secure perpetual prayers for myself 
and my wife at his home church in 
Syria, and added that if I would double 
the amount I would obtain the same 
chance of salvation for my children. 
whose future state would otherwise be 
endangered.

The thirtieth annual meeting of the 
National Ceanference of Charities and 
Corrections hag commenced. 

Delegates are in attendance from all 
parts of the United States. More will 
come in today and tomorrow_and by 8Sat- 
urday morning the meeting will be at its 
height. More than 1,000 delegates will 
doubtless be registered at the hotels of 
Atlanta tomorrow. night. 

The opening session, upon whieh much 
was believed to depend, began last night 
in the First Baptist ehurch with an earn- 
estness, 2 zest and a swing that has rare- 
ty been witnessed even in this city of con- 
‘entions, and those Atlantans who -al- 
tended, despite the inclement weather, 
realized more fully than ever that the 
National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rections is an organization of prominent 
iadies and gentlemen, who are banded to- 
gether in what is probably the most in- 
fluential body of its kind in the world. 


The delegates to the convention are per- 


fons of means, most of them of more 
than ordinary means, who are giving their 
time and thought and energy to the up- 
lifting of humanity, to the alleviating of 
distress, to giving the first offenders an- 
other chance, 
of prisons and penitentiaries, to caring 
for the sick and needy and infirm and 
aged—in brief, they are their brothers’ 
keepers, and are trying to do those things 
which they advise others to. do. 
‘Many Prominent Men. 

Some of fie delegates are ex-governors 
of their states, others are ex-members 
of the supreme court, some are in charge 
of the very institutions whose work will 
be discussed during the days of the con- 
vention, all are men and women of prom- 
inence—socially, politically and commer- 
cially. 

A notable sentence was that which 
came from Hon. Robert W. de Forest 
during his address last night. It is al- 
most the keynote to the conference. Mr. 
de Forest is the vice president of the 
Jersey Central railroad, a man of busi- 
ness and affairs, who has found time to 
accept the position of tenement house 
commissioner of New York city and who 
was honored last year by the National 
Conference of Charities and Corrections 
with its highest office. 

During his annual address last even- 
Ing he said: ‘What shall I do to save 
as many as possible?” a sentiment that 
was greeted with ‘“‘amens’’ from all por- 
tions of the church.

TURNER ABLY DEFENDS 


CONVICT 


Chairman of Georgia Pris- | 
on Commiss‘on Before 
Conference. 


One of the interesting addresses during | 
the opening session of the National Con- | 
ference of Charities and Corrections last 
evening was that of Hon. J. 8S. Turner, 
airman of the prison commission of 
Georgia, who welcomed the delegates for 
the state. ‘ 

He was several] times interrupted by 
applause and throughout his entire- ad- 
dress it was evident that his remarks 
were having much weight. 

Mr. ‘rurner mace mention of the con- 
vict lease system. and said that it had 
been iniquitous under the old system, but 
that with the state exercising absolute 
control over the convicts and with the 
state punishing them the syst®m had 
been much improved. 

Concerning the negro problem Mr. Tur- 
ner spoke fully and elicited applause. He 
declared that the negro problem is of 
the south arid that it must be worked out 
by the south and will be worked out. If 
well meaning,. Dut misguided, persons, 
of other sections, he declared, will leave 
the negro problem to the white man of 
the south and'the negroes of the south 
the problem will be worked out to the 
satisfaction of everyone. This announce- 
ment was greeted with applause. 

Concerning .illiteracy the speaker de- 
clared that the. south is reducing the 
percentage of illiterates and under the 
schoo] system that has been inaugurated 
and which is being pushed it will be only 
a few decades until the percentage of 
illiterates is reduced. to a minimum, 

The address of welcome by Mr. Tur- 
ner; in full, is as follows: fais 2 

“Mr. President, Ledies and Gentlemen‘ 
While the absence’ of Governors. Terreli, 
who had been selected to welcome you, 
upon this occasion, must be a distinct 
disappointment to you, known as he is for 
his gifted eloquence and charming per- 
sonality, yet I trust that, on this account. 
eur reception of you may seem none 
the less warm and our hospitality no less 
gracious and cordial. 

“No convention, so notable as this, has 
ever before assembled in Georgia, com- 
posed as it is of earnest men and women, 
from every section of this continent; who, 
for the time, have. laid aside every self- 
ish interest, and puried egotism in altru- 
lem divinoly, inspired: actuated by. a 
common purpose, to which they are con- 
tributing their experience and talents, 
the upbuilding and protection of society, 
the correct solution of these difficult prot- 
lems of sociclogy, whereby vice and 
crime,.ignorance and poverty may be ma- 
terially lessened, if not completely eradi- 
cated. 

“A conference so composed, pledged to 
the accomplishment of an object &o 
noble, not only commands the respect of 
all, but demands the hearty cooperation 
of every man and woman who is interest- 
ed in the solution of questions so vital to 
the advancement of morality and huw- 
manity. 

“RKvery community, ' however cultured, 
is ‘confronted with such problems, more 
cr. less differing in degree only according 
to environment, but no less dangerous, no 
less certain to diffuse their subtle poison 
throughout the_arteries of society, and nv 
less deadly in their effect upon the moral 
life of the community. Fortunately 
there have arisen in every such com- 
munity brave mer. and women, who, 
with unscifish courage, have administered 
the antidotes, broad statesmanship, libera: 
charity, and moral education which, to a 
great extent have controlled the infec- 
tion and checked its deadly raysges. Of

“Georgia, of course, has had and Still 
has such conditions with which to con- 
tend which will probably, during this 
conference at the proper time, be dis- 
cussed by delegates who have brought to 
their investigation patient, thorough and 
irtelligent research.

early history, and are bountifully main- 
tained after most improved modern meth- 
ods according to their growing necessi- 
ties; her dependent poor, according to 
general statutes wisely framed, are 
for by each county in an intelligent and 
humane manner; certain classes of her 
confederate veterans, who have become 
unable to care for themselves, are main- 
tained and tenderly nurtured in her sol- 
Giers’ home, a well appointed and com- 
fortable institution, the credit of which 
belongs to that golden hearted man, the 
lamented. Grady. Many hundreds of 

hérs, and ‘the widows of certain ‘cl 
draw annually from the treasury bountifu 
pensions amounting in the gregate to 
as much as all the other southern states 
together devote to this noble charity. 

“In educational matters, her policy has 
been wise, and her appropriati as lib- 
eral as her condition just#ied. er public 
schools, established in every community, 
brin to every child of every race and 
condition in life the advantages of free 
tuition in the ‘elementary branches of an 
English education,’ while their higher 
training is supplied, at a small cost, in- 
cluding normal and technica] education, 
by the state university, and its appro- 
priate branches.

per cent, it must be conceded that, in this 
respect, we have, at least, made substan- 
tial progress. 

“Her penal institutions, while still far 
from perfect, as all such institutions are, 
have, within the past few years, been 
greatiy improved, and, so far as those 
are concerged, in which the felony con- 
victs are confined, over which the state 
itself exercises control, from both a hy- 
Mane and ecopomic standpoint, will com- 
pare favorably with the best modern sys- 
tems. The lease system, in every respect 
obnoxious, has been completely abandoti- 
ed as to this class of convicts and @x- 
ists. as to certain misd@meanants, over 
which county authorities exercise control, 
Solely by reason of a perverse miscon- 
struction of the law which was designed 
to prevent the evil. These matters will 
be discussed at another time. 

The Race Question. 


“There is one social problem to which 
I have not aiiuded, which, for thirty- 
five years, has demarided the attention 
of the southern people, and provokes 
more discussion at present in every sec- 
tion of ovr common country than all 
others. The negro problem with us con- 
trols every condition covered by that 
comprehensive titie, ‘Charities and Cor- 
rection.” because it is among this race 
are to be found, to the largest extent, 
that ignorance, vice, poverty and crime, 
the correction of which is the fundamental 
object of this conference. This fact is 
terribly emphasized when’ 1 state that, 
although they comprise hut 5 per cent. 
In this state, of the whole population #7 
per cent of all the criminals of Georgia 
are negroes. When attention is directed 
to another fact. for which I vouch, that 
on account of the leniency shown and the 
sympathy felt for them, where they are 
best known and understood, many hiun- 
dreds of crimes known to be committed 
by them are never prosecuted and punish- 
ed the conclusion ts appalling. 

“The solution of this question in the 
South is the ‘white mana burden,’ and so 
vitally does it affect his every interest 
that his best time and talents are be- 
ing devoted to its settlement, honestiy. 
fairly and prayerfully. and, if to them 
it shall be left, with the charitable sym- 
pathy of all good men and women. and 
withovt the well meaning. but misguided 
interference of those who are ignorant of 
the trrth concerning it. it will be properly 
settied, and in perfect justice to the best 
interests of both races. 

“In thus referring to our troubles an4 
our efforts to overcome them. were I 
bidding you welcome. in the capacity of 
an orcinary host. I should be properiy 
considered and condemned as having vic- 
lated good taste and propriety. but as the 
purpose of this convention its the dis- 
cussion of these and similar questions 
for our comenon hbenefit.

President de Forest announced last 
night just before the :neeting closed that 
the delegates from the various states 
were expected to meet tomorrow .morn- 
ing and announce the name of their mem- 
ber of the committee that will decide 
the time and place for holding the next 
annual meeting. This was received with 
much interest by the delegates, especially 
by those from cities that expect to se- 
cure the next meeting. 

It is the opinion of the delegates that 
St. Louis, Mo., and Portland, Me., have 
the best chance so far.

‘In’ such case Brown has a motive 
which, if audibly voiced, would bring no 
biusk to his cheek, and would be the 
starting point for charitable action. I 
say starting point advisedly. If analysis 
of charitable motive goes no further 
than to prove the motive to be worthy. 
it is futile for accomplishment. 

‘But the advantage of analysis is this: 
That no conscientious man (and most 
men are conscientious) can stop at this 
stage of reflection. He will be forced to 
purify his motives until they command 
his. self-respect. and he will eventually 
go further and ask himself not the 
selfish question, ‘What must I do’ to be 
saved?’ but ‘What must I do to save 
others?’ Nor will he stop there. He 
will inevitably rise to a further height 
of perspective and ask himself ‘What 
must I do to save as many others as I 
can?’ 

“It is a quite pardona’ble point of view 
that personal salvation is a worthy mo- 
tive for good works, though it savors 
of the medieval. It permeates the lit- 
erature, prose and poetry, of most civ- 
llized countries. We can trace it in our 
hymns and sometimes find it in our 
sermons. Even: those who intellectually 
reject it often subconsciously act on 
it. I was once counsel in an important 
wil] case. A rich woman, who was, or 
to speak more accurately, called herself 
a Presbyterian, had utterly ignored her 
family in her: will, and given everything 
to charities, and tto charities accepted 
as worthy. (The American Bible §o- 
ciety was one of them). It was proved 
that she believed her future state de- 
pendant on this disposition of her mon- 
ey, and the will was set-aside because 
the judge held this to be a delusion and 
evidence’ of unsound mind. Would the 
ancient prerogative courts held by the 
bishop, before whém all wills were once 
proved in England, have ever made a 
peimilar decision? = a : 
~ Thd@ state of mind to which I would 
bring every conscientious man and wom- 
far. who enters with earnest purpose into 
active life, whatever be his or her 
calling, is to have them all ask this 
question: ‘What must I do to save as 
many others as [I can?’ For though it 
falls ‘to few. of us to take up the prac- 
tice of charity as a profession, it falls 
to all of us, whatever our path in life, 
to perform some part of the service 
which each one of us owes to our fel- 
lowmen who are less fortunately situat- 
ed than we. 

To answer this inquiry involves knowl- 
edge of different forms of charitable 
effort and decision as to what particular 
form we can wisely undertake to attain 
the highest usefulness. The choice has 
to do with our own abilities and possi- 
bilities of accomplishment, growing out 
of our own character and attainments. 
It has also to do with the needs of the 
particular place in which our activities 
must be exercised. What, in practice, 
most of us do or try to do is only toe 
often the result of mere chance and not 
of mtelligent decision. The weakest point 
of our present day charity is that we 
drift by propiiquity. or association, or in- 
clination, into some form of charity which 
is trivial and -inconsequential. It is just 
here that analysis of motive will aid us 
most, and lead us to undertake that 
which is not only free from taint of 
selfishness, but promises the highest and 
largest results. 

“We are accustomed to bring to most 
of the important decisions of life not 
only all our own knowledge and expe- 
rience, but the knowledge and experi- 
ence of those friends whose judgment we 
most value. Why should we be less solicit- 
ous to concentrate all our knowledge, 
and all the knowledge we can gain from 
others, upon a choice so pregnant in 
possibilities to ourselves and to our fel- 
lowmer.? It should not be merely the 
‘choice of a line of action which promises 
some good to some people. It should be 
choice of that line of action which prom- 
ises the most good to the largest number. 
There are only so many hours in each 
day, and oniy so many days in each 
year, and only so many years in each 
lifetime, in this world which we know,

should be made to bear the greatest 
frult. Ignorance, which might only a 
little while ago have been some excuse, 
is not excuse today; for charity, that is 
the means of expressing our love for 
our fellowmen in action, has ®ecome a 
ecience. Though,not an exact science, 
it today has-its*exioms, and mafiy of 
its propositions admit of as precise de- 
monstration as those of geometry. It has | 
its literature and iis text books. It is 
beginning to have its schools. It has be- 
come a profession, 

“Few of us, to be sure, enlist in the 
regular army of charity workers. All of 
us, however, must do our part as volun- 
teers in the common service. 

“There are many reasons why this lack 
of deliberaie choice and proper discrimi- 
nation should be the weakest point in 
modern charity. Ignorance of the fun- 
Camental principles of useful social ser- 
vice has been already alluded to. So has 
lack of proper motive. This ignorance, 
which existed in. so large measure in the. 
past, and Jack of proper motive which 
continues to exist in the present, have 
crystalized into permanent form many 
kinds of past effort which have ceased 
to have any virtue in them.- This is eml- 
rently true in older countries and older 
cities, where charitable effort, once fluid 
and adaptable, has hardened into rigid 
forms.. It:may%be that our older charit- 
able societies were wisely established at 
the beginning, to meet needs which exist- 
ed in the social conditions under which 
they were originally formed. It may be 
that such needs exist now, but that the 
organization formed to meet’ them has 
turned or has drifted away from its 
original purpose. It may be that this 
organization, still pursuing its original 
purpose, finds itself in entirely new sur-. 
roundings or social conditions, to which 1¢ 
is no longer applicable. The particular 
necessity which it -was formed to meet 
may have ceased to exist.. It may be 
that with the advance o Owledge, that 
the need can be best met 4@ @notheriand 
a different way. It migh in be that 
the society was not: wisely organized, and 
that the méed twas. intended to meet 
existed only in the imagination, or cap- 
rice, or he onal ambition of. ita. 
founders. Or “ifitmay bé that it ts \stil) 
doing somé 00", but not the greatest 
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. “Nor is the harm confined to the par- 
ticular, place in which such a society 
exists and displ@ys more or less activity 
according to the..motives and ability of 
those who in the course of time have 
come to be fits guardians. We are an 
imitative people. We generalize natural- 
ly and easily. We are too prone. espe- 
cially in our forms of charitable effort. t< 
Assume that because a society with a 
garticular kind of an organization, and 
with “certain definite objects, has been 
established in one locality, another local- 
ity, though it may have entirely different 
social] conditions and social needs, should 
havo the same kind of 4 society. Thus 
the error, if it be-one, repeats itself in- 
definitely. Nor would the harm be so 
great if such societies simply continue 
to exist and did not draw to themselves 
the energy and enthusiasm of the com- 
munity, which except for their existence 
and misdirection. would fhave applied 
itself to higher and more’ useful purposes. 

“There is, unfortunately, only a limited 
quantity of self-sacrifice and public spirit 
in each community. If this self-sacrifice 
and public spirit be absorbed in the less 
worthy objects, more worthy objects will 
be neglected. Nor will public spirit sur. 
vive if what it accomplishes is found tv 
be trivial and insignificant. 


“It is high time for us who 
the threshold of this twentieth 
of charitable effort to follow

“Is there not sOme underlyin rinci- 
ple by which we can test the relative 
usefulness of different forms of chari- 
table effort, when we can exercise our 
deliberate choicé as to where we will 
take service and which can be applied 
to charities old and new? Has not our 
new science of charity, which is simply 
another name for the knowledge and ex- 
perience acquired during centuries of 
charitable activity, proceeded .so far as 
to be able to point us to such a princi- 
ple? I think it has. I think that those 
forms of effort which confine themselves 
to creating and maintaining opportunities 
—and the broadest possible opportunities 
—by which men can help t emselves, 
promise the highest and best results. 
The means adopted may be different 
with different men, and may be different 
in different localities,- but the underlying 
principles should always be the same. 
We may help men, even if they do not 
or will not help themselves, but our 
help only makes them more dependent. 
Our help expends itself in q mere pro- 
longation of an existence barren of all 
future possibilities, and only retards the 
progress of social evolution, We can not 
We can create and continue 
conditions under which oxPties life will 
find opportunity to develop. € can not 
make a seed grow, but if the seed con- 
tain the germ of life we can plant it 
where it will grow, and we can make 
its growth more or less luxuriant ac- 
cording as we place it under conditions 
more or less favorable. 5 aK 

“Too many forms of charitable effort 
expend themselves in either vainly - 
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such community there are usually some 
kind-hearted men and women who after 
vainly endeavoring to deal with these new 
preblems individually, consult together 
and seek to find some means whereby 
they can collectively meet these new 
needs. To such I commend the princl- 
ples and methods of charity organiza- 
tion societies, not’ only because of the 
eminent wisdom of those principles and 
methods in themselves, but because their 
adoption will bring them at once into 
friendly sympathy and helpful relations 
with groups of men and women similarly 
situated in other cities, whose problems 
have a genera) relation to theirs, and

I think 
you cannot do better than be guided by 
our experience in dealing with them. [ 
want you to understand that we do not 
come down here for the punpose of teach- 
ing you anything. There is nothing that 
will be said here that will offend any one 
unless it be said by some one who is 
irresponsible, and we always disclaim 
the utterances of such persons. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“We simply deal with the questions 
and you can apply them as you see fit. 
Your negro problem in the south is no 
more difficult to solve than jis our for- 
eign’ problem.” | 

After speaking along this line for sey- 
eral minutes, Dr. Wines again thanked 
the Atlantans for the cordial welcome 
to the delegates, and resumed his seat 
while applause rang through the audito- 
rium.

M js a delegate to the convention 
of charities and correction, has just per- 
formed the feat of bringing a prisoner 
successfully all the way from Indianap- 
olis to Atlanta. 

This latter individual is Robert Loefier, 
12 years of age, who recently ran away 
from his home in Mobile, Ala, to take 
a trip to New York. The boy is now 
in the police station awaiting the ar- 
rival of an officer from Mobile to es 
him back to his home. ; 

After leaving his home the youth suc- 
ceeded in ‘“‘beating’’ his way to Cincin- 
nati, where occurred a mishap that soog 
terminated his journey north. He board- 
ed a train out of Cincinnati, as he 
thought for New York, but In reality 
it was the wrong train, and instead of 
arriving in the metropolis, Loefler landed 
in Indianapolis. There he fell into the 
hands of officers and was placed in jail, 
where ae remained for twenty-seven 
days. 

Mrs. Workman became acquainted 
with the case and she decided to bring 
the boy as far as Atlanta and to make 
atrangements to have him sent on to 
his home. Accordingly she wired his pa- 
rents and the authorities of Mobile and 
asked that an officer meet her in At- 
lanta Tuesday night. She left Indian- 
apolis with young Loefler in her custody, 


and arrived here shortly before midnight . 


Tuesday. No Alabama officer met the 
train, however, and Mrs, Workman turn- 
ed her youthful charge over to Police 
man Dobbins, who took him to the polics 
station.

holding him with a firm grip in the waist- 
band, the usual method employed by 
policemen. Loefier attempted to make bis 
escape Monday night, but the effort 
proved unaguccessfwul.

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STATEMENT 


OF MEMORIAL DAY TROUBLE

Milledgeville, Ga., May 6--(Special.}— 
Colonel William E. Reynolds, president 
of the Georgia Military collegé, has pre- 
pared a statement for the press in re- 
gard to the unpleasantness-on Memorial 
day, which resulted in several students 
being expelled from the college, 


The communication explains that all 
the arrangements for Memorial day, 
which was observed on ‘Tuesday, April 
28, in Milledgeville, were in charge of 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association: They 
secured the orator of the day and ob- 
tained the music. On account of a mis- 
understanding between the ladies and the 
brass band of the city, the offer made 
by the local colored tite and drum corps 
to play withowt any expense to the 
organization was accepted rather than 
have the long procession move without 
music. 

The arrangement was made without the 
slightest suspicion that any treuble would 
result, for on many former occasions 


& negro fife and drum corps or a brags, 


band composed of negroes h&d led the 
Memorial day procession in Milledgeville, 
and been followed by the veterans, local 
military organizations and the cadet bat- 
talion. On this Occasion, Nowever, some 
discontent was felt and resulted in the 
determination On part. of some of: the 
cadets not to march in the procession 
led by the negro drum corps. P 

President Reynolds declares in his state- 
ment that when the comipany formed for 
tne parade in the presence of the com- 
mandant, Colonel A. H. Marchant, who 
{s*\nhot an officer of the United States 
army, but a member of the governors’ 
staff, no report was made of the dis- 
content in the ranks, although Captain 
Burch knew of it. ‘Ihe battalion was 
marched to the rendezvous at the court 
house, and just as the procession was 
about to move Captain Burch informed 
the commandant that the cadets would 
refuse to march. When the order was 
given company B did refuse until Col- 
onel Marchant assumed personal com- 
mand and t]<-n the company moved for- 
ward in a s‘“«ggling and desultory man- 
ner. President Reynolds in his statement 
further says: 

“On the march Captain Burch gave 
false commands—one, at least, by his 
own admission—thus breaking the dlign- 
ment and directly disobeying the com- 
mands of his superior officer. Privates 
Matthews and Lawrence broke ranks and 


were immediately ordered to the bar- 
racks. The foregoing reveals a most 
serious breach of military discipline and 
constitutes 4 grave cNarge against a 
number of cadets, especially against Cap- 
tain W. H. Burch, whose tive years of 
military training: shoujd -have taughy 
him better.’’ 

President Reynolds’ letter refers to the 
petition presented to the faculty on the 
day after the cadets were dismissed, re- 
questing their reinstatement. It is un- 
derstood the petition bore the names of 
a large number of the best citizens of 
Milledgeville, but the president declares 
the faculty did not feel justified in re- 
scinding their action in the matter for 
the following reasons: 

“Mr. Burch was slow to see and ac- 
knowledge his wrong-doing. He was at 
first disposed to justify his course and 
to hold that he had done a very brave 
deed.

“Correction No. 1l—the Georgia Mili- 
tary college is not a. state institution 
supported by state funds, and it is not 
presided over by an officer of the United 
States army. 

“OUorrection No. 2—C: ptain Burch, while 
a faithful student, was rct first honor 
man in the institution. His scholarship 
did not entitie him to a speaker’s place 
in his senior year. He was never for 
a single moment a prisoner in the bar- 
racks, but from the moment of his ex- 
pulsion was a tree man. 

“Correction No. 3—Privates Matthews 
and Lawrence are residents of Milledge- 
ville, and did pot even board in the bar- 
racks much less were they ever im- 
prisoned there. 

“Correction No. 4-Two young men have 
applied for honorable discharges, giving 
reasons therefor utterly foreign to the 
trouble of April &. 

“Correction No, 5—The ladies of Mill- 
edgeville have never made a hero of Mr. 
Burch nor have they ever sent him any 
flowers, ‘so of course it was a physical 
impossibility for the college authorities 
to intercept these bouquets and garlands 
which existed only in somebody's fertile 
imagination.

CHICKEN BONE 
CAUSES DEATH 


Mrs. Lee Dies at Charlotte 
from Bone Lodged in 
Her Throat.

“Mips. ‘Marianne W. Lee, of Buffalo, N. 


Y., died very suddenly at the Buford 
hotel this morning at 9 o'clock, the re- 
sult of acute oedema of the larynx. Mrs.

They came from DeLand, Fia., where 
they had been spending the winter, hav- 
ing gone there about the: first of the 
year.

While eating her 
meal she remarked to her husband that 
she had swallowed a small portion of a 
chicken bone and that ‘it had-lodged in 
her throat, 

The incident was not considered at all 
in‘a serious way by either. She con- 
tinued her meal, but at different times 
she spoke of the bone worrying her very 
much when she ewallowed her food. Af- 
ter returning to the Pullman she con- 
tinued to complain aged when the train 
was nearing Charloite Nr. Lee suggested 
that they stop here and let a physician 
examine her throat, and, if possible, ex- 
tract the bone. A physician was sent 
for, examined the lady’s throat and by 
inserting an instrument could feel the 
bone. As the swelling produced by the 


‘bone passing through the larynx was 


very perceptible, the physician thought 
best not to extract it, but pushed it down 
into the stomach. 

Mrs. Lee continued to grow Worse un- 
til 8:30 o'clock this morning, when she 
became unconscious and died in a few 
minutes, .

MONEY RAISED 
BY CONVICT HIRE 


Drane’s Bill Providing for 
Diétribution of the 
Money. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 6.—(Special.)— 
One of the measures now pending before 
the legislature which has attracted the 
greatest interest and promises one of the 
Warmest contests is that introdyced by 
Mr. Drane, of Polk, which has been 
made a special order in the house for 
next Friday morning, and which seeks to 
amend the fine and forfeiture act of 
1895, in the matter of the distribution of 
the proceeds from the hire of state con- 
victs. 

Under section 11, of the act of 1895, the

ber of convicts which each county sends 
to the state prison. The theory of Mr. 
Drane’s bill is that the wrong principle 
is being followed, inasmuch as tbe pres- 
ent system places a premium upon crime, 


‘and fyrnishes an incentive to counties to 


swell the number of their prisoners cun- 


' vieted of state offenses. 


Mr. Drane’s bill would remove this 
temptation and reward frugality, wealth 
and material development by distributing 
the state convict hire money to counties 
upon the basis and proportion of their 
assessed taxable valuation, regardless of 
the number of prisoners sent from them 
tu the penitentiary. , 

In discussing the merits of the pro- 

posed change, Mr. Drane points out that, 
acording to the latest official figures oh- 
tainable for both assessed valuations and 
convicts, upon which a comparison may 
be made (those for 1901), the total val- 
uation of property was $97,551,192, upon 
which a 1 mill tax would yield $97,551.19, 
less the tax sale Hsts, errors, insolven- 
cies, etc., which reduces the total to, ap- 
proximately, $80,000 per annum, net. It 
is estimated that the proceeds from the 
hire of state prisoners for the next three 
years will average $160,000 per annum, 
which is equivalent to, approximately, 
a 2 mill tax on all the taxable prop- 
erty as shown by the tax rolls. 
There will be opposition to Mr. Drane’s 
bill from the few counties which have an 
inrodinately large criminal representation 
in the penitentiary; but as his compilation 
shows that thirty-seven of the forty-five 
counties would be benefited by an amend- 
ment to the present law making the dis- 
tribution on the assessed valuation of 
property, it is believed his measure will 
command enough strength to carry it 
through.
